brothers of Jesus—Mathew, Paul, 
Peter and John, the a;posUes; Mark 
and Luke, the Companions; and. 
James and Judas the brothers of Jes- 
ns. Paul, however, was the principal 
writer. Tlic thirteen epistles in the 
new testament were grouped chrono- 
logically, he stated, Romans lielong- 
ing to tJve second group, of the years 
50.to 59; and Galatians and Ephes- 
ians to the -last group, -called the 
•prison group, when Paul was in pris- ' 
oi- 


These three 
epistles, especially 


Romans, are the most important .writ- 
ings in the gospel, because they are 
against the legalistic religion. "Not 
ojily were the Jews legalistic in their 
religion, hat in our times, people see " 
how far they 'can sin, and be forgiv- 
en," Dr. Halley said. "ChVist is the 
center of his teachings. He, Hinnelf, 
is the center. We most not put any.- . 
thing above His teachings,, or He, 
Himself. Everything must be secon- 
dary to Him. Two people, lare inter- 
ested, You and Christ. 


"The greatest weakness in Chris- 


tians today, is the continued emphas- 
is <n -what we do. If you will only 
hold up the beautiful story of Christ, 
your; eyes;1 will turn toward Hum as 
natural as th'e flower turns toward 
the sun. We put too much emphasis 
on the doctrines of Christ, which is 
one reason why Christianity today is 
so superficial." 


"Paul,"x Dr. Halley

"spent 'twenty years of his life 
preaching the gospel :'n Asia Minor 
and Greece. In these years he planned 
to go to Rome, but work there went 
slower than he had -planned. He had 
never been to Rome, but there were 
many Christians there, including 
some of his friends and some of his 
converts. 


"He was mot sure that he was. go- 


ing to get away from Jerusalem alive 
and 'having met a woman 
disciple 


who was going to Rome, he grasped 
the opportunity to send arletter to 
Rome to prepare for the visit and to 
set forth the f ull^ statement of 
the 


nature of the gospel in case he never 
got there. Thus was the Epistle to the 
Romans written. 


''This epistle is difficult.to under- 


stand because of his literary 
style. 


He digresses from the -main thought 
in many -places and his sentences are

Where The Fault Lies 


Only one-third of the revenue re- 


ceived by the forty-eight states of 
nation came from general property 
taxes in 1922, the last y»°r cu which 
figures are available, according to 
the census bureau, which refutes the 
trite argument that tangible property 
is bearing far more than its share of 
the tax burden. 


Shifting the burden to 
tangible 


.property does not seem to be the 
difficulty half so niu'.-li as the rapid- 
ly mounting costs of government. The 
cost of state government in the Unit- 
ed States increased from a per cap- 
ita of #5.03 in 1915 to $11.82 m 1922. 


An analysis of state revenue re- 


ceipts for 1922 discloses that only 
$3.22 out of a per icapita revenue 
of .$"10.71 came from general property 
tax and that the per capita from spe- 
cial taxes, including inheritance, in- 
come, corporation and bank stock 
taxes, was $1.81. Revenue from lic- 
ences amounted to one-fourth of the 
total revenue raised by the states. 


These figures are interesting be- 


cause the lesson they contain. 
We: 


can't complain so much about 
the 


tax burden general property bears. 
Our chief complaint should be in re- 
gard to the way the expenses of state 
government have advanced 
during 


the past seven years. 


The only way taxes can be lowered 


is to begin at the holtcti, not at the 
top. If we want lower taxes, we must 
insist not only on economy in our lo- 
cal governments, but take a stand 
against multiplying the functions of 
government, which necessitate 
the 


creation of new bureaus and commis- 
sions and add more expense.
